In Promoting Electric Appliances 


Warns against spiral of rising wages and prices—Tells members of 
International Association of Electrical Leagues that condition is to be 
avoided at all hazards — Conover elected new president 


A spiral of rising wages and prices 
is to be avoided at all hazards less it 
lead to chaos, Floyd L. Carlisle, chair- 
man of Consolidated Edison Company 
of New York, Inc., and Niagara Hud- 
son Power Corporation, told the mem- 
bers of the International Association 
of Electrical Leagues last week. “More 
goods at possibly lower prices is the 
sound way,” he said. 

Speaking on the development and 
progress of the electric utility and ap- 
pliance business, Mr. Carlisle warned 
that “it was the spiral which wrecked 
the German Republic in 1923” and 
that “France, through unsound experi- 
ments with hours and wages, and un- 
Wise government spending, is now see- 
ing her money rapidly lessen in 
value.” 


Promotional work 


Calling attention to the co-operative 
Promotional work being done by manu- 
facturers. utilities, wholesalers, con- 
tractors and dealers, Mr. Carlisle said 
that “this is co-operation of the finest 
kind and should be looked at from a 
national viewpoint; each group must 
be broad gauged in appreciating the 
other’s policies and problems.” 

Industry promotional programs oc- 
upied most of the two days devoted 
the second annual conference of 
association. Ralph Neumuller, 
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executive vice-president of the Elec- 
trical and Gas Association of New 
York, was succeeded as president by 
George R. Conover, managing director, 
Electrical Association of Philadelphia. 
A. A. Gray, manager of Electric Asso- 
ciation, Chicago, was elected vice- 
president and G. W. Weston. secretary- 
manager, Electric and Radio Associa- 
tion of Kansas City, treasurer. O. C. 
Small, director NEMA new business 
development department, continues as 
secretary. 
Push table appliances 


The fall program on electrical house- 
wares that is built around buffet en- 
tertaining was described by C. E. 
Swartzbaugh who urged utilities to 
push table appliances because they are 
stabilizers of energy usage, promote 
the use of other equipment, are off- 
peak, build use by non-profit custo- 
mers, and require little or no invest- 
ment. 

Although the kitchen modernization 
activity has many difficulties, George 
E. Whitwell recommended that it be 
given a greater semblance of perman- 
ence and that more money be put be- 
hind it. He reported triple the num- 
ber of local bureaus. Reports from 
23 companies with twe and a half mil- 
lion customers showed the sale of 
25.600 electric kitchens. 


The new national program for pro- 
moting adequate wiring was outlined 
by M. E. Skinner. This program is 
devised first to sell the idea to the 
industry. The form and substance of 
the activity will be left to each local 
community although an optional cer- 
tification plan has been provided. 

The co-operative dealer merchandis- 
ing plan being used in New York to 
increase usage by the non-profitable 
customer was outlined by E. F. Jeffe. 
The company maintains show rooms 
and orders there developed go without 
any deduction to the dealer nearest the 
customer. 

Agnes Young explained the promo- 
tional activities of the Better Vision 
Institute. 


Subsidies no help 


In discussing range promotion, G. 
J. Reichert stated that he did not be- 
lieve any increase of subsidies would 
help to bring big results. This opened 
the subject of free wiring, the value of 
which is apparently being questioned 
in many places. 

A. H. Jaeger reported that water 
heating rates are now available to 
eleven million homes, or three times 
as many as five years ago. The ratio 
of heater to range sales has been im- 
proving rapidly, reaching a figure in 
1937 of one heater to every three 
range sales. K. M. Robinson stated 
that his company, The Idaho Power 
Company, makes three times as much 
profit from a residential customer with 
a range and water heater as one with- 
out them. Water heaters on his lines 
have a 60 per cent load factor. 

The work of the Bureau of Institu- 
tional Safety in promoting the correc- 
tion of unsafe wiring and the use of 
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automatic signals in schools, hospitals 
and other institutions was outlined by 
Matthew Porosky. E. J. Hegarty sug- 
gested five rules for selling air con- 
ditioning: Sell the “tops,” be sure they 
know what they have bought, don’t 
worry if complete air conditioning is 
not purchased at the start, sell results 
not equipment, and collect data of 
results, 


Radio as load builder 


L. A. S. Wood presented in pictures 
the new technique that is revolutioniz- 
ing highway lighting. Declaring that 
radio is responsible for 15 per cent of 
the domestic energy load, H. B. Brown 
suggested that January be set aside for 
the reconditioning of radio sets. 

A plea for better promotion of laun- 
dry equipment was made by J. M. 
Michael. 

The newly organized Commercial 
Electric Cooking Council, P. M. Alden 
stated, is now issuing a new planbook 
and has two direct mail folders in 
preparation. 

Earl Whitehorne drew attention to 
the possibilities of rewiring in resi- 
dential and industrial occupancies and 
urged the industry to start a mass 
effort. 

The sales financing plan used in 
New York, whereby the utility guaran- 
tees the paper was outlined by Roger 
Steffan. S. S. Vineberg described a 
method used in Buffalo for getting not 
only maintenance engineers but indus- 
trial executives out to meetings on in- 
dustrial electrical topics.

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Kansas Utilities Speed Rural Line 
Construction to Double 1936 Total 


Plans for 239 miles to cost $240,000 were approved during first six 
months this year — Over 1,400 customers added during period— 
Commission consults with companies to liberalize rate schedules 


Rural electric line construction by 
private utilities operating in Kansas 
this year is expected to double that 
of 1936, according to information filed 
and approved by the State Corpora- 
tion Commission. 

Wayne E. Limbocker, chief engi- 
neer of the commission, states that 
plans of the utilities to build 239 miles 
of line at a cost of $240,000 were ap- 
proved by the commission during the 
first six months this year. It is esti- 
mated that more than 1,100 customers 
were added during the period. This 
compares with 121 miles built at a 
cost of $120,000 and 550 customers 
added in 1935 and with 316 miles 
at a cost of $320,000 and 1.400 cus- 
tomers added during 1936. 

It is estimated that the lines cost 
approximately $1,000 a mile and that 
there are about 43 customers per mile. 


Activity increased 


Mr. Limbocker stated that during 
1936 and this year some of the major 
electric utility companies have in- 
creased their activity in rural exten- 
Revised rural rate schedules 
and better conditions appear to have 
helped the increased activity, he said, 
and it is known that the companies 
have planned intensified efforts for 
the rural business during the past 
two years. 

“This consulted with 
utilities on rural rate schedules with 
the view of liberalizing them where 
practicable and gives favorable con- 
sideration to construction and mate- 
rials tending to lower line costs with- 
out sacrificing safety standards,” Mr. 
Limbocker said.

Winners Announced 
in Safety Contest 


Winners in the annual public utili- 
ties safety contest were announced this 
week at the National Safety Congress 
and Exposition. Nine of the 148 com- 
panies entered in the competition went 
through the one-year period from July 
1, 1936 to June 30, 1937, without a 
single disabling injury. 

Bronze trophies were awarded to 
first place winners, and certificates 
were presented to companies placing 
second and third in each division. 
During the contest year, 169,450 em- 
ployees of the participating units 
worked 361,944,767 hours and ex- 
perienced 3,774 injuries. All divisions 
averaged 10.427 disabling injuries per 
one million man-hours worked. Com- 
bination gas and electric companies 
had the lowest frequency rates by 
averaging 9.729 injuries per one mil- 
lion man-hours. 

The winners: Combination Gas & Elec- 
tric Division, group A, Wisconsin Public 
Service, Virginia Electric & Power and Cen- 
tral Illinois Light; group B, Suburban Gas

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Review of TVA Suit 
Is Declined by Court 


The Supreme Court this week de- 
clined to review lower court decisions 
barring the Georgia Power Company 
from participation in a suit testing 
the constitutionality of the Tennessee 
Valley Authority brought by nineteen 
Southeastern utility companies. The 
question arose because Georgia Power, 
after failing to procure an injunction 
against TVA activities in the Georgia 
federal court, joined the other com- 
panies in bringing a similar action in 
Tennessee. Claiming that his court 
still has jurisdiction, Judge Marvin 
Underwood of the Georgia District 
Court directed the company to with- 
draw from the Tennessee action, and 
his ruling was subsequently upheld by 
the Circuit Court of Appeals. 

Refusal of the Supreme Court to 
review has the effect of upholding 
Judge Underwood’s ruling, as well as 
a similar injunction laid upon the 
Alabama Power Company by Judge 
David J. Davis of the District Court 
at Birmingham. 

The U. S. Supreme Court this week 
agreed to review a decision of the 
Oregon Supreme Court holding the 
Guy F. Atkinson Company subject to 
Oregon income taxes on payments for 
work done on the Bonneville Dam. 

The U. S. District Court for the 
District of Columbia on October 7 
issued preliminary injunctions _pre- 


venting the disbursement of PWA 
funds for the construction of three 
municipal power projects. The or- 


ders are expected to remain in force 
until the U. S. Supreme Court decides 
two pending test cases on the constitu- 
tionality of PWA power loans brought 
by the Alabama Power Company. 

The three cities and the companies 
bringing the suits, are: Columbus, 
Neb.—Northwestern Public Service. 
Ashland, Wis.—Lake Superior District 
Power: Thayer, Mo.—Arkansas-Mis- 
souri Power. 


Hetch Hetchy Power 
Suit to Be Pressed 


The federal government will bring 
to trial October 19 in northern Cali- 
fornia U. S. District Court its suit to 
enjoin San Francisco from disposing 
of Hetch Hetchy power through an 
agency agreement with the Pacific Gas 
& Electric Company. 


The government, through Secretary 
of the Interior Harold Ickes, holds 
that, since the city is violating terms 
of the Raker Act, granting it the right 
to develop water and power in Yosem. 
ite National Park and Stanislaus Na. 
tional Forest, it must either distribute 
the power itself or, the violation con. 
tinuing, risk forfeiture of this right, 

Proposals of municipa: distribution 
have, however, been defeated by San 
Francisco voters on four different oc. 
casions, the latest being March 9, 
1937. And, answering the other gov. 
ernment condition, the city claims that 
grounds for the suit no longer exist 
because the agency contract has not 
been contested since it went into effect 


on July 1, 1925. 


Markham Reports on Fort 
Peck Dam Completion 


Installation of hydro-electric  gen- 
erating machinery at Fort Peck dam 
will become advisable “as soon as a 
market for power is reasonably as 
sured,” says the official report of 
Major-General E. M. Markham, Chief 
of Engineers, to Senator Royal S. 
Copeland, chairman of the Senate 
committee on commerce. Reports adds 
that findings of the Federal Power 
Commission’s engineers, as checked 
by the Engineer Corps, show that there 
is no reasonably assured market at 
present. 

After making this statement, the re 
port recommends the completion of 
works for utilization of hydro-electric 
power to provide “for an ultimate ca- 
pacity of 105,000 kw. at an estimated 
cost of $6,750,000.” Construction 
would be undertaken at such time as 
a legally designated power-marketing 
agency would deem necessary to meet 
demand for power from dam. 


Seeks Authority to Merge 


The Agawam Electric Company and 
the Ludlow Electric Light Compal) 
have petitioned the Massachusetts De- 
partment of Public Utilities for ap 
proval of a_ consolidation with the 
United Electric Light Company of 
Springfield.

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Smith to Reorganize 
Units of Middle West 


Action toward financial reorganiza- 
tion of the underlying properties of 
Middle West Corporation can be 
sarted around the first of the year, in 
the opinion of Purcell L. Smith, re- 
cently elected to the newly created 
post of chairman of the corporation. 

Mr. Smith said that two major tasks 
confront him in his newly elected post. 
He listed them as (1) financial reor- 
vanization of certain of the underlying 
companies, principally, Central and 
South West Utilities Company and 
Kentucky Utilities Company; (2) de- 
velopment of the holding company 
organization into an effective machine 
for the good of the subsidiaries and 
the development of an esprit de corps 
among the personnel for the maximum 
benefit of the whole. 

It was indicated that a major step 
in the solution of the system’s prob- 
lems will be the elimination of sub- 
holding companies through the simpli- 
fication of the corporate structure in 
conformance with the aims of the 
utility act. This problem is compli- 
cated by the amounts of preferred 
stocks of the sub-holding companies 
outstanding in the hands of the public 
on which there are unpaid dividend 
accumulations. 

Mr. Smith, who assumes his new 
position on January 1, is now vice® 
president of Commonwealth Edison 
Company in charge of finance. He 
joined the utility on January 24, 1934, 
and has played an important part in 
fecting the consolidation of the capi- 
tal structures of Commonwealth Edi- 
son, Public Service Company of 
Northern Illinois, Western United Gas 
{ Electric Company, and _ Illinois 
Northern Utilities Company. 

A native of Chicago, Mr. Smith 
entered the utility industry in 1916, 
leaving Lee.

Holds Special Course 
On Air Conditioning 


Air conditioning, like radio some 
years back, has caught the fancy of the 
public to the extent that it has become 
“big business.” Manufacturers sens- 
ing the rapid advancement and popu- 
larity of air conditioning are steering 
a course to expanding sales. 

In order to service this market, 
Westinghouse Electric & Manufacturing 
Company is holding during October at 
its East Springfield, Mass., plant a spe- 
cial four-weeks post graduate course in 
advanced principles and application of 
air conditioning. Over 70 key air con- 
ditioning distributor-engineers are now 
attending the tuition-free school where 
rules are strict and quizzes frequent. 

S. F. Myers, manager of Westing- 
house air conditioning sales, said that 
the lectures will be supplemented by 
periodic trips of inspection through the 
manufacturing, production and testing 
processes involved in building air con- 
ditioning equipment. 

A. E. Allen, Westinghouse vice presi- 
dent, predicts that “recent investiga- 
tions and studies have proved that the 
air conditioning industry is in a posi- 
tion to absorb between 5,000 and 7,000 
newly trained men per year for the 
next ten years.” He told the engineer- 
students that “you men are in a rapidly 
advancing industry and with this spe- 
cialized training behind you will find 
yourself tremendously better equipped 
to ‘cash in’ on every opportunity that 
knocks on your particular door.” 


“The air conditioning industry in its 
brief period of rapid advancement, has 
been a potential load builder for the 
electric utility,” says Mr. Myers. Other 
industries have seen their sales upped 
by the increased demand for materials 
to build air conditioning equipment. 

Representatives from twenty-three 
states. the District of Columbia and 
four foreign countries are at the school.

James Delinage Ross, member of the 
Securities and Exchange Commission, 
has been appointed administrator of 
the Bonneville hydroelectric project by 
Secretary of the Interior Harold L. 
Ickes, with the approval of President 
Roosevelt. The appointment indicated 
that the administration intends to pur- 
sue an aggressive national power pol- 
icy, for Mr. Ross is a staunch advocate 
of public ownership. 

Mr. Ross is well known for his work 
in developing the municipal power sys- 
tem of the City of Seattle, serving as 
superintendent of the lighting depart- 
ment. He was with the Seattle system 
for thirty-five years, except for a brief 
interlude in which he served as a mem- 
ber of the New York Power Authority, 
having been made a member when Mr. 
Roosevelt was Governor. 

In 1935 Mr. Ross went to Washing- 
ton to accept appointment as chief en- 
gineer of the power division of the 


Public Works Administration. He was 
appointed to the SEC in 1936. 
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SEC Preparing Rules 


On “Death Sentence” 


C. Roy Smith disclosed last week, 
on taking charge of the utility divi- 
sion of the Securities and Exchange 
Commission, that he already is pre- 
paring rules for enforcement of the 
“death sentence” section of the util- 
ity act, according to reports from 
Washington. 

Mr. Smith indicated that he did not 
know how soon after January 1 the 
rules would be put into use because 
of the test of the constitutionality of 
the act now pending in the Circuit 
Court of Appeals. 

The “death sentence” of the act, 
directing the SEC to force simplifica- 
tion of utility holding company sys- 
tems, goes into effect the first of the 
year. It has been indicated in utility 
circles that there may be further liti- 
gation because the Electric Bond & 
Share case is not representative of 
the industry setup. It was said that 
each company may move for an in- 
dividual ruling. 

Mr. Smith succeeds W. C. Gilman. 
who resigned to return to private 
business.

Duke Power Loses High Point 
Decision; To Appeal Case 


Duke Power Company and J. P. 
Williamson a taxpayer of High Point, 
N. C., are not entitled to injunctive 
relief against the issuing of bonds to 
be used in financing a proposed hy- 
dro-electric power plant by the city 
of Hight Point for power to be used 
in the city, according to a decision by 
Judge Hoyle Sink, rendered in Guil- 
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ford County Superior Court at Greens- 
boro. 

Judge Sink held that the issuance 
of bonds by the city will not violate 
provisions of Section 4, Article 5, of 
the Constitution for the reason that 
said bonds are payable exclusively 
from the revenue of the proposed elec- 
tric generating system and will not 
constitute debt within the meaning of 
the Constitution. Notice of appeal to 
the North Carolina Supreme Court 
was given by the Duke Power Com- 
pany.

Riggs Warns Against 
Building Power Dams 


The economic unsoundness of vari. 
ous gigantic New Deal public works 
projects was powerfully set forth at 
the Boston convention of the American 
Society of Civil Engineers last week 
by Prof. Henry L. Riggs, University of 
Michigan, and past president Daniel 
W. Mead, hydraulic consultant. Pro. 
fessor Riggs commended the engineer. 
ing design and construction features of 
the Bonneville, TVA, Grand Coulee 
and Fort Peck Dams. 

In an exhaustive analysis he con- 
demned the now moribund Passama- 
quoddy Tide Power project as lacking 
a market in Maine and characterized 
Fort Peck as a costly navigation proj- 
ect where power, irrigation and flood 
control are practically out of the pic- 
ture. 

Any economic justification of the 
Grand Coulee Power development is a 
generation away, the speaker said. He 
urged no further appropriations by 
congress for Grand Coulee without ex- 
pert study of this enterprise which may 
require half a billion dollars to com- 


plete and which does not fall into the | 


class of emergency relief works. 

The enormous ultimate costs involved 
in the other projects named were also 
stressed by Prof. Riggs, president-elect 
of the A.S.C.E. 

, Dr. Mead urged engineers fearlessly 
to speak out against the construction 
of unwarranted public works. pointing 
out that the ultimate liberty of the 
country is imperilled by the socialistic 


incursion of government into business, | 


by its vast hydroelectric projects and 
especially by the detrimental program 
of seven district TVA’s. The adminis- 
tration’s radical legislation is delaying 
recovery and threatening democracy it- 
self, the speaker declared.

Operations of the electric power 
and light industry continue to show 
the modest gains over 1936 recorded 
in recent weeks. Output during the 
week ended October 9, as announced 
by the Edison Electric Institute, ex- 
ceeded that of a year ago by 5.1 
per cent with a total of 2,280,065,000 
kw.-hr. Thus the margin was about 
equal to the average of the past few 
weeks, while the output advanced, 
moderately, for the second time. 

However, at this time last year the 
gains over 1935 were high, around 16 
per cent. In estimating the signifi- 
cance of the recent small increase over 
1936 this factor needs to be taken into 
account. The resumption of standard 
time over large sections of the coun- 
try tended to give the energy curve a 
slight upward turn in the latest two 
weeks, and the absence of any im- 
portant rise in total output would seem 
to indicate a sagging industrial load. 

In the regional percentages the 
steadiness, around 7 per cent, in the 
Central Industrial area is worth not- 
ing, as is the advance in the East.

Increase in Taxes for Year 
Seen for Georgia Utilities 


Public utilities in Georgia paid 
$520,958 in taxes last year at the 3- 
mill rate fixed by Governor Talmadge. 
The valuation of utility property was 
$173,652,674. On the same valuations 
the utilities would have to pay $868,- 
263 under the 5-mill rate fixed re- 
cently by Gov. E. D. Rivers. It is ex- 
pected that property valuations this 
year will reach $175,000,000 and that 
the utilities will have to pay taxes esti- 
mated at $875,000, or an increase of 
$355,000 over last year. 

Georgia Power property valuation 
was increased $800,000 this year to 
$46,652,130. At the 5-mill rate the 
company will pay $233,260 in state 
taxes, as against $139,956 last year. 


Time for Rate Cut Extended 


Edison Light & Power Company, 
York, Pa., was given until October 
15 to slash $435,000 a year off its 
rates. At the request of the Middle 
District Federal Court, the state Pub- 
lic Utilities Commission gave the com- 
pany an extension from its September 
27 deadline. 

York Edison had asked the federal 
court to restrain the commission from 
enforcing its temporary rate schedule, 
which would bring about the $435,000 
reduction. The court requested a time 
extension to October 25 to permit the 
return of Federal Judge Albert L. 
Watson, now in California, but the 
commission refused so long a delay. 


Extend Rural Electric Lines 


The Rural Electrification Admin- 
istration and power companies esti- 
mate that rural electric lines will be 
extended 5,451 miles in Pennsylvania 
this year, bringing electric power to

P Netson W. Gace, founder and 
chairman of the board of directors of 
the Gage Publishing Company, New 
York, died October 5 at his home in 
Delanson, N. Y., after a short illness.

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Field Reports on Business 


While pessimism is causing a slowing down in forward orders, some 
industrial leaders feel that a return to more normal operations will 
make for greater stability. Business is spotty, but belief exists that 
the fall will not be as bad as presently pictured. 


NEW ENGLAND 


Industrial equipment sales are steady but 
at a more moderate pace than that which 
prevailed a month ago. Inquiry as to the 
somewhat spotty conditions in the electrical 
equipment market in this district reveals 
that much of the complaint against a tend- 
ency of sales to lag at this time is due rather 
to an unfounded anticipation of increasing 
demands for electrical equipment during the 
remainder of the year, which failing to mate- 
rialize has caused some pessimism. 

A representative of a nationally prominent 
manufacturing company reports that during 
the past week orders received for small 
motors were in good volume; that small 
switch and control equipment is moving at a 
fairly steady pace and that the central sta- 
tion, arc-welding and furnace departments 
are securing a good volume of business. 

Electric lighting is advancing; recently 
84 400-watt street lights were purchased for 
installation of the Mystic Valley Parkway 
and adjacent streets, Medford, Mass. New 
interior lighting for restaurants and stores is 
quite active in Boston. Merchandising is 
gathering momentum and radio sales are in- 
creasing. Interest in electric cooking appli- 
ances is attested by a record breaking at- 
tendance at the Boston Post-Edison Electric 
Cooking School held last week with a total 
of 17,000 present or more than 2,000 over the 
number of a year ago. 


PACIFIC COAST 


Building permit totals from western states 
disclose a 10 per cent increase for Sep- 
tember over August and a 15 per cent in- 
crease over September last year; also that 
September totals just about equal those for 
July this year. Los Angeles with a 50 per 
cent increase over August has established 
what is probably an all-time record of 
$10,911,318 for one month. 

Prices are steadier despite slightly de- 
creased orders for staples due to heavy 
inventories and the trade is optimistic even 
though September failed to maintain its 
early pace. Several large projects are get- 
ting closer to electrical construction such as 
recent $600,000 awards covering viaducts for 
electric train service across Bay Ridge and 
$897.600 contract for trackwork for this 
same project. 

Among recent PWA awards is $4,000.,- 
000 for Sacramento municipal plant and dis- 
tribution system. Approximately $300,000 
for dormitories, cottages and _ laboratories 
are being erected at site of Kennett Dam, 
first unit of the $100,000,000 Central Valley 
water diversion project. 

Recent sizeable orders include such varied 
material as $30,000 poles, sizes 35 to 90 ft.. 
$93,000 copper cable largely 500,000 circular 
mils and $20,000 fibre conduit all for Los 
Angeles; a $17,231 award for a 200 line 
PBX switchboard system and a_ $52,295 
award for the distribution and lighting sys- 
tem of army air base at Sacramento; ap- 
proximately 150 parking meters, value 
$8,000. for Bakersfield; 2,000 miles of gal- 
vanized telephone wire for U. S. forest serv- 
ice in Texas; $15,300 for recording 
annunciator system at Bonneville Dam. 


California state records claim increases of 
5 per cent in employment, 20 per cent in 
payrolls and 14 per cent in earnings over 
this period last year. 


CHICACO 


According to reports from representative 
groups in the industry, e!ectrical business in 
this area does not, as yet, reflect the pessi- 
mism noted in many other fields. Optimism 
still prevails as orders for equipment are be- 
ing received in good volume. Most manufac- 
turers report a lighter demand than in the 
earlier part of the year but sales remain 
substantially above a year ago. A _ high 
level of activity is being maintained at 
present and the outlook is far from dis- 
couraging, in spite of numerous uncertain- 
ties. 

Control equipment and motors are in de- 
mand. Appliance sales are good, one 
prominent manufacturer reporting an _ in- 
crease of 25 per cent over last year. Wire 
and cable sales are heavy and _ industrial 
and commercial lighting equipment is mov- 
ing at higher levels than a year ago. The 
demand for pole line equipment is steady 
with no indications of any immediate let-up. 

An electric range manufacturer plans to 
increase production approximately 1,500 
units per week. Added emphasis to the 
Better Light—Better Sight movement has 
stimulated sales of portable lamps during 
the past week. A prominent building will 
be floodlighted using 181 reflectors with 
500 W. lamps and 370 units of 150 W. each. 
Another order reported includes a 30,000 
kw. turbo-generator and two 2.500 kw. trans- 
formers. Utility buying showed moderate 
increases during the past week. 


NEW YORK 


Uneasiness regarding the near outlook 
for business became more pronounced in 
some quarters as industrial leaders digested 
the President’s Chicago speech, which 
stirred the international situation leading 
some to fear a new war scare, as well as the 
President’s intention of calling a special 
session of Congress to enact farm and labor 
legislation. 

The continued decline in security values 
is having a decided ill effect on business. 
Orders have slumped with forward buying 
on a reduced scale. Backlog of orders in 
the hands of manufacturers is still large 
and even the slowing down in business will 
not affect operations until next spring. 
Some manufacturers, who have been strongly 
pushed to make deliveries, are beginning 
to welcome the slower pace, because they 
declare a return to more normal business 
will enable them to eliminate costly over- 
time wages and other expenses. They say 
operations would be more profitable at 
normal volume. 

The slowing down in industry is being 
felt by the electric utilities in power sales. 
Production has failed, so far, to show a 
sharp upward trend which normally comes 
at this time of the year. However. output 
is well above a year ago and is expected 
to remain so.
